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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the First Office Action in response to the above identified patent 
application filed on July 25, 2006. 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 


(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or deschbed as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
either JP 2002-89570 (JP '570) or JP 2002-98158 (JP '158) in view of JP 2001-208080 
(JP '080). 

Both JP '570 and JP '158 teach a turbocharger comprising: a housing; a turbine 
shaft having a turbine-side impeller and a compressor-side impeller respectively 
on both sides of the turbine shaft; and an oblique contact ball bearing for 
supporting the turbine shaft on the housing, wherein the oblique contact ball 
bearing comprises: an outer hng; an inner hng; and a ball placed between the 
outer ring and the inner ring, wherein a straight line connecting between a point 
in contact with a raceway of the outer ring and a point in contact with a raceway 
of the inner ring is inclined to a plane orthogonal to an axis of the outer ring. 

Neither JP '570 nor JP '158 teach a curvature radius of the raceway being 
reduced toward a bottom of the raceway in an axial cross-section of the outer 
ring. The prior art to JP '080 teaches a bearing arrangement comprising an outer 
ring (2), an inner ring (1), wherein a curvature radius of the raceway being 
reduced toward a bottom of the raceway in an axial cross-section of the outer 
ring. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify either one of JP '570 or JP '158 with raceway 
surfaces having a curvature radius being reduced toward a bottom of the 
raceway in an axial cross-section of the outer ring\, as taught by JP '080, 
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motivation being to provide a more dependable bearing arrangement by reducing 
the load applied to the edges of the raceways.
